Organization of a committee to reverse old- 
migration of Appalachian hill people — even 
to inviting former residents back to the hills 
—seems to be starting on a practical basis. 
The group first off will compile a list of form¬ 
er residents and eatagorize their occupations 
and skills, then use the list to persuade in¬ 
dustries to build factories in the hill country 
to utilize the skills of former residents who 
want to return to their homeland. 

Such a list will contain more skilled per¬ 
sonnel than the committee's leaders now an¬ 
ticipate. For the hills have supplied top arti¬ 
sans, craftsmen, scientists, educators, finan¬ 
ciers, and statesmen to many other states. 

One example we remember was during our 
campaign to have the state establish junior 
colleges in the hills. Opponents of the bill, 
first off brought up the problem of staffing 
the two-year colleges, claiming there were not 
enough trained professors in the mountains 
and that few outside professors would want

born college professors w ho had gone else¬ 
where to teach. From Morgan County we found 
there were 16, and from Magoffin 18. More¬ 
over, we found there were no fewer that four 
presidents of colleges or universities from >he 
hills of Eastern Kentucky. A letter to the 
professors brought encouraging responses. 
Most of them said they would like to return 
to the hills to teach in small colleges if they 
had the chance. 

And a Morgan county native wrote us from 
New York state. He w-as head of a junior col¬ 
lege there, and gave us some fine pointers 
on how to conduct the campaign for junior 
colleges. 

Yes, the hills have supplied leaders in every 
occupation and vocation for other states. And 
a lot of them are only too anxious to return 
to the hills of their birth if they can secure 
employment.

Since 
there are about 140 such gun 
mounts in use, re-machining 
their foundations would cost 
$49 million. Compensators 
I for the 140 mounts will cost 
less than $1 million.

Of 2 More Enlisted 
In The Confederacy 


un inis day 110 years ago— 
October 21. 18(11 — Company 
A of (lie 5th Kentucky Mount¬ 
ed Infantry, Confederate States 
of Ameriea war sworn into ser¬ 
vice at West Liberty, a total 
of 108 volunteers, later to be 
known as Capt. Swango’s com¬ 
pany. 

And in the nine-day period 
from Oct. 19 to 28. 1861 a totrl 
of more than 400 men voluu 
teered at West Liberty in the 
f>th Kentucky. They comprised 
all of Companies A. B, and C, 
and parts of D and E com¬ 
panies' more than one-half of 
the 5th Kentucky regiment. 

A, B, and C companies had 
108 men each, nearly all of 
them Morgan volunteers. And 
there were 49 others wbo vol¬ 
unteered at West Liberty, and 
they comprised part of Co. D 
In add'lion, some Morgan men 
followed the volunteers to Prts- 
tonsburg and were sworn in at 
that place as members of Co.

On Fame s Eternal Camping Ground

lation and area considered. 

Among the several hundred 
Morgan county enlistees were 
Wm, Lykins and his five sons. 
Nearly every prominent family in 
the county was represented, al¬ 
beit there were many families 
whose sympathies were pro-Un- 
ion, such for example, as John W. 
Hazelrigg, Jesse A. Barber, Jack 
Spradlin, Joel Gordon, many of 
the Nickells, as well as of the 
and the Henrys and nearly all the 
Lewises and the Easterlings. Yes, 
there were many saddening di¬ 
visions among families as well as 
neighbors. 

But it is of the Confederates 
this article is concerned with. 
The 5th Ky. though it had seen 
action at times, really got Its 
“baptism of fire” in the series of 
battles from Chckamauga to At¬ 
lanta—the crucial era of the war. 
The Federals, commanded by 
Grant and the Confederates by 
Joseph E. Johnson were to enact 
the beginning of the end. Fol¬ 
lowing Chickamauga and Mis¬ 
sionary Ridge, the rear guard 
fighting that marked the retreat 
began. At Dalton, Georgia, the 
5th Kentucky had left eleven 
hundred and forty effective men 
in line. Then followed one hun¬ 
dred and twenty days of almost 
continuous fighting and march¬ 
ing—many of the days, both— 
nearly all of them of fighting. At 
the end of that period there re¬ 
mained but fifty of them who had 
not suffered wounds—including 
the dead. Only ten were marked 
“deserters” in that soul-trying, 
nerve straining period 

Of the Morgan soldiers who 
were wounded in that campaign 
and returned home, though I have 
not seen the complete record, of 
those I knew later were: Maj. 


Mynheir, wounded at Resacca; 
Capt. T. J. Henry, wounded at 
Rocky Face Gap, again at Jones¬ 
boro; Capt. W. T. Havens, wound¬ 
ed at Dalton; Lt. M. B. Cox, 
wounded at Rocky Face Gap; 
Joseph C. Lykins, wounded at 
Resacca and again at Jonesboro; 
his brother, Dudley C. Lykins, 
wounded at Jonesboro; Wat. S. 
Henry (twin brother of Capt. T. 
J Henry) wounded at Chicka¬ 
mauga. 

Of course, I knew none of 
these men till long after that war 
Time and peace had erased the 
old differences and bitterness. 
That these men were valiant 
soldiers is attested by their rec¬ 
ords, and their wounds. That 
they maintained their character 
for courage, discipline and con¬ 
scientious service in citizenship is 
evidenced by honorable records of 
faithful public service after peace. 

I will note what those I came 
to know afterwards did, and how 
their neighbors esteemed them. 

Wm. H. Burns was Circuit 
Judge in the Morgan District and 
was living at West Liberty when 
hostilitiea broke out. He sympa¬ 
thized so strongly with the South 
he went to Virginia and enlisted 
Consequently his office in Ken¬ 
tucky was vacated and filled by 
another (Judge R. Apperson, Jr. 
of Montgomery). After the war 
Judge Bums remained in Vir¬ 
ginia and was selected Circuit or 
District Judge, which office he 
held till death. 

Maj. Mynheir was the clerk of 
the Circuit Court in 1861. He, 
too, resigned. After the war he 
was elected to the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives (Ky. Legislature), 
and County Judge. 

Maj. W. W. Cox after the war 
was elected sheriff and County 


Judge. 

John E. Cooper, wounded at 
Ivy Mountain, was elected to the 
Kentucky Senate, and then for 
eighteen years, Circuit Judge. 

William Lykins was elected 
County Judge. His son, W. B. 
Lykins, County Attorney; anoth¬ 
er son, Joseph C. Lykins, County 
Judge and member of the Ken¬ 
tucky legislature. 

Capt. W. T. Havens was elect¬ 
ed County Clerk and later served 
as Insurance Commissioner of 
Kentucky, judge B. F. Day be¬ 
came school Commissioner, then 
County Judge of his County 
(Menifee), member of the legis¬ 
lature and Democratic nominee 
for Congress in 1888.

Green Berry 
Swango, County judge and mem¬ 
ber of the Constitutional Conven¬

Add 
sorghum, vinegar, and salt. Cook 
over double boiler until thick 
—normally about 13 minutes. 
Add beaten eggs. Cook 3 min¬ 
utes more oxer hot water. Add 
walnut kernels, and pour in 
cooked pie crust. Cook until 
ielly-like consistency in 300- 
degree oven. 

These two recipes even if you 
have to use expensive store 
bought sorghum, are well worth 
trying. The pungent, full-bod 
ied odors arising from the oven 
alone will be worth the effort, 
not to mention the eating, and 
the happy recollections of mol¬ 
asses-making time of the long 
ago.

LEXINGTON, KY. — You 
rarely see it going on anymore, 
but there was once an era down 
on the farm when “molasses 
making time” was a festive 
event. It was looked forward 
to with the same anticipation 
as Thanksgiving and Christmas. 

Cutting and stripping the 
cane, grinding the stalks on a 
horse-powered mill, and boil¬ 
ing down the juice amid swarms 
cf children and ever-present 
vellow jackets, was hard, hot, 
sticky work. But it provided so¬ 
cially-starved farm folk a break 
and a chance to get together 
for some visiting. Many are 
still around who still have poig¬ 
nant memories of this annual 
autumnal event. 

Since few communities had 
more than one “cane mill,” it 
was usually set up in some 
central location. Then, taking 
turns, farm families hauled in 
their cane to be ground and 
boiled down into a rich, golden- 


brown syrup in a long, parti¬ 
tioned pan. This product was 
stored away in crocks, barrels, 
and lard cans for winter use. 

Many were the uses made of 
this molasses, which plant spe 
cialists say is an incorrect term 
Sorghum, (hey say, is more cor 
rect. However correct or incor¬ 
rect the term, molasses is what 
farm folks called this syrup 
and every housewife kept a 
pitcherful on the table. Mixed 
with cow butter, it was eaten 
with mush, cornhread, hot bis¬ 
cuits. griddle cakes, or what¬ 
ever kind of bread. 

The syrup was used in mak¬ 
ing dried apple stack cakes, 
cookies, pics, pudding, and 
candy. Checking back into some 
ancient recipes, it was also us¬ 
ed in baking and basting hams; 
to sweeten potato and persim¬ 
mon pudding; and even to en¬ 
hance the taste of fried salt 
bacon. 

The bacon was soaked over¬ 
night in a mixture of molasses 
and water, and then fried to 
provide a memorable colri- 
veather breakfast, especially 
when the bacon was served with 
hot biseuiLs and scrambled eggs. 

One of the best remembered 
old-time goodies using molass¬ 
es, and one that has helped 
make culinary history, is gin¬ 
gerbread. Culled from an old 
southern cookbook, the recipe 
goes like this:

Vicki Jean 
May, at home; two brothers. 
Byron Edward May with the 
U. S. Navy in Modesto. Calif, 
and Douglas May of Morehead, 
and a sister. Mrs. Mary Frances 
Nickell of Dayton, Ohio. 

Funeral services were con¬ 
ducted at 2 p.m. Tuesday at the 
Totter Funeral Chapel by Rev. 
James Allen. Burial was in the 
Riverside Cemetery at Woods¬ 
bend, with Totter Funeral 
Home in charge of arrange¬ 
ments.

Ginseng remains a topic 
very much of interest follow¬ 
ing recent articles in this 
column about the valuable 
herb root. In fact, local deal- 1 
ers tell us that “sand” sales 
have increased tremendously 
in the past two weeks and 
even many housewives have 
taken to the woods in search 
of sang. 

(This in no way reflects 
on anybody since the ladies 
are selling their sang, if you 
get our meaning). We’re still 
plugging for a Ginseng Festi¬ 
val in Morgan and are re¬ 
questing anyone with recipes 
for ginseng remedies and tea, 
etc. to send them in. For 
those who are interested, the 
above photo shows difference 
in size of wild sang and the 
cultivated variety. The culti¬ 
vated root, left, grows much 
larger than wild sang of ap¬ 
proximately the same age, 
two specimens of Which are 
at right in photo. Herb deal¬ 
ers pay about twice as much 
per pound for the wild sang 
as for the cultivated roots. 
Following our recent articles, 
several persons have express¬ 
ed an interest in constructing 
sang gardens. 

The wild ginseng is a gift 
from Mrs. Louviena Whitt 
of Wrigley. She said she and 
her son Gary Whitt and Her¬ 
man Whitt went ‘sang huntin’ 
a few Sundays ago up a 
branch near Pomp and found 
over a hundred bunches of 
the rare herb. Mrs. Whitt said 
she dug 24 bunches and her 
son 33 bunches, and Herman 
Whitt got 50 bunches. They 
did not disturb smaller bun¬ 
ches, but left them to grow.

WASHINGTON — One more 
hurdle remains to be cleared 
before construction begins on 
the controversial Red River 
Dam project in East Kentucky, 
and the Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers is confident it will clear 
it w'ith ease. 

The final obstacle is the fil¬ 
ing of a statement that assesses 
the project’s impact on the en¬ 
vironment, along with comments 
on the statement by other fede¬ 
ral agencies and interested citi¬ 
zen groups. 

But Col. John Rhett, chief of 
the Louisville engineering dis¬ 
trict, in which the project lies, 
will be a surprised man if any¬ 
thing turns up to upset his con¬ 
clusion that all the environmen¬ 
tal consequences have been 
weighed and found insufficient 
to call the project into question 

“We’ve been doing an en¬ 
vironmental statement for two 
years,” Rhett said recently re¬ 
ferring to the history of con¬ 
troversy over the project’s ef¬ 
fects on the Red River Gorge, 
which is situated in Powell and 
Menifee counties just north of 
the Mountain Parkway. 

“I think we’ve considered 
everything. I think we’re right,’’ 
Rhett said. 

The corps was set to begin 
construction on the dam four 
years ago, when conservationists 
protested that the resulting re¬ 
servoir would destroy the 
gorge's wildnerness character 
and damage its plant and ani¬ 
mal life.

It it said that autumn is a time for remembering. If so, for many, 
some of the fondest recollections of autumn are of childhood 
trips to the cane mill. Old photo at left illustrates why: note 
boys at left licking cane stalks dipped in hot molasses straight 
from the boiling pan. Most of those pictured here have long 
since passed on. But the photo, though cracked and faded, re¬ 
calls a happy moment in their lives on a long-ago autumn da/ 
in Morgan Couty when everyday cares were laid aside and they 
joined as neighbors at the cane mill to visit, to sample the 
juice, and to buy. This picture, submitted by Lanny Franklin, 
is from a 1911 photo lent him by Edna Wells of Wells Hill. 
The mill was located near the Cold Spring in the river bottom 
behind where Edgar Wells now lives on Wells Hill. Cliffs in 
background are the Scout Caves across Licking River along pre¬ 
sent KY-7. Photos below, made recently at the Paul and Bill 
Frank Lacy mill at Stacy Fork, show that the method of mak¬ 
ing molasses remains much the same today. Cane juice, crushed 
from stalks fed into mule-pulled mill (background in photo at 
left) flows through pipe to boiling pan where it is boiled down. 
Caesar Speencer of Insko stirs the boiling juice. In center 
photo, boiling juice is nearing stage to be drained and strained. 
Plug will be pulled and juice will flow through strainer (filled 
with cane seed to catch "dregs"), and through the cheesecloth 
into container. At right, finished mollasses drains from spigot 
into gallon container. Spigot on tub is a modern innovation. In 
old days (and still today) containers were filled by ladeling the 
molasses from tub with a dipper. This annual undertaking — 
involving a lot of hard work by the mill operators but much 
fun for youngsters and oldsters alike — will be commemorated 
at Morgan County's first annual Sorghum Festival Oct. 22-23.
